IN THE LEGISLATURE 


The liquor interests are capably represented and 
generously financed in their contacts with members of 
the Assembly and Senate. The proposals made by those 
who profit from the sale of alcoholic beverages find 
ready sponsorship. It is often difficult to find a legis- 
lator who will introduce a bill in which the church 

e ple have an interest. Perhaps that is because so few 
church folk have taken the trouble to indicate their 
interest. 

The Young Adults of the Bethany Methodist 
Church, Somers Point, have undertaken a letter writing 
campaign to state and national representatives in the 
legislature “to make our feelings about the alcohol prob- 
lem known.” This fine group through their secretary, 
Mrs. Harry Scott, has asked the League concerning bills 
now under consideration in the state legislature. 

Because there may be other groups or individuals 
with a similar interest we volunteer the following in- 
formation: 

Assembly bill A122 that would require all taverns, 
clubs, etc., to close between the hours of 2 A.M. and 
7 A.M. was introduced by J. Edward Crabiel of Middle- 
sex County. The bill has been referred to the Committee 
on Revision and Amendment of Laws, the Chairman 
of which is James M. McGowan, 236 Crawford Place, 
Elizabeth. We think it is a good bill because in many 
communities such places are open until 3 or 4 A.M., 
some 24 hours per day. The bill would not necessitate 
any change where licensees now close at 2 A.M. or 
earlier. 

Assembly bills A220, A230 and A342 deal with 
the taking of chemical tests to obtain evidence when 
the police have reason to suspect a driver of being 
under the influence of alcohol. A similar bill S57 
was introduced in the Senate. All assembly bills have 
been referred:to the Committee on Highways, Trans- 
portation, and Public Utilities. Mr. Crabiel is chair- 
man of that committee. His address is 38 Highland 
Drive, Milltown. The Governor has repeatedly urged 
passage of similar “implied consent” legislation. 

Bills “in committee are likely to be approved for 
consideration only when members of the legislature 
feel sufficient interest has been evidenced by the 
voters to justify further action. 

If you are interested either for or against legis- 
lation now under consideration, it is important that 
you contact representatives in the Assembly 


and Senate.

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EDITORIAL 
THE OTHER HALF? 


The Commission on Alcoholism and Promoffon 
of Temperance was created by Legislative Act on 
April 4, 1945. The Act, title 33:4 reads as follows: 
“The Commissioner of Alcoholic Beverage Control, 
the Commissioner of Institutions and Agencies, the 
Commissioner of Education and the Director of Health, 
are hereby constituted a commission, to be known as the 
Commission on Alcoholism and Promotion of Temper- 
ance, and empowered to prepare and administer a pro- 
gram for the rehabilitation of alcoholics and the promo- 
tion and furtherance of temperance and temperance 
education in this State.” 

The Commission immediately launched a three 
year study of the alcohol problem in the Garden State 
and as a result there was established in 1948 the Al 
coholism Program in the New Jersey State Department 
of Health. Subsequently there were put in operation 
eight out-patient treatment centers and one in-patient 
center. 

With the efforts of the Commission on behalf of 
the alcoholic we find no fault. We are, however, con- 
cerned and anxious to know when the Commission will 
consider the other half of its assigned responsibility 
namely, “the promotion and furtherance of temperance 
and temperance education in this State”. 

The importance of preventative medicine is recog- 
nized. When we learned to eliminate the mosquito we 
were able to prevent the spread of the typhoid. The all 
important vaccination is the trade mark of every school 
age youngster. And Salk vaccine was hailed as the 
greatest medical discovery of the decade. The use of 
such preventive measures is unquestioned. 

Millions of dollars are going for research in an 
effort to combat cancer, muscular dystrophy, and heart 
disease. Success will mean hope and longer life for 
many. But what about alcoholism? When will New 
Jersey through the Commission on Alcoholism and Pro- 
motion of Temperance undertake the promotion of tem- 
perance as a means of preventing alcoholism? 

According to the Yale survey 232,000 New Jersey 
residents are alcoholics. How many more need be af- 
flicted before the Commission will consider the other 
half of its assigned responsibility?

FACTORS INFLUENCING 
DRINKING HABITS 


A survey of drinking practices on the part of 1,185 
adult residents in Iowa was made by Harold A. Mul- 
ford and Donald E. Miller of the State University of 
Iowa. 

The survey findings indicate sex, residence, age, 
education and religion all to some degree have an in- 
fluence on the acceptance or rejection of drinking cus- 
toms. 

Sex: 68 per cent of men reported themselves as 
drinkers, and 50 per cent of the women. 

Residence: 66 per cent of city residents, 55 per 
cent of town residents and 49 per cent of the farm 
population classified themselves as users of alcohol. 

Age: differences ranged from a high of 74 per 
cent drinkers in the age class 31-35 to a low of 37 per 
cent among persons aged 61 and over. 

Education: The college educated had the highest 
prevalence rate, 63 per cent, compared with 51 per cent 
of those with only grade-school education. 

Religion: Differences between religious groups were 
marked, ranging from 79 per cent drinkers among Cath- 
olics to 49 per cent among Methodists. 

The lowest percentage of drinkers 23% was found 
among women in the age group over 60 years old. The 
highest incidence of drinking was found among college 


educated Catholics of which 92% reported they imbibe. 
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KNOW YOUR ALCOHOLICS! 


J. K. Jackson and R. Connor, as reported in De- 
cember 1959 Quarterly Journal of Studies on Alcohol, 
have classified Skid Row alcoholics as belonging to any 
one of six types. They are: 

1. Older alcoholics, living on pensions, socializing 
with each other, and looked after, in a fashion, by their 
landlords. 

2. “Bums,” a class of social isolates who do not 
adhere to any group standards and are avoided by the 
other Skid Row habitues. 

3. “Characters,” who behave in a bizarre fashion, 
are often arrested by the police, and are social isolates. 

4. “Winos,” who drink wine primarily, are physic- 
ally deteriorated, have a bad odor, and tend to associate 
with one another because they are rejected by the other 
groups. 

5. “Rubby-dubs,” relatively few in number, who 
drink nonbeverage alcohol and are social isolates. 

6. “Lushes,” who originally came from a higher 
social class, avoid nonbeverage alcohol except when 
desperate, tend to avoid the other residents of Skid 
Row, and are marginal in the sense that they are half- 
way between Skid Row and normal society. 


Jackson and Connor pointed out that the residents 
of Skid Row have gradually drifted down to it and tend 
to consider their presence there temporary. They tend to 
be accepted by the group they belong to, but generally 
the various members of a group don’t trust each other. 
The different groups have different mores. Some of the 
groups are highly transitory, others somewhat more 
stable. They found that Alcoholics Anonymous members 
who had at one time been on Skid Row only began to 
stay sober when they realized they would either have to 
face the fact that they were permanent residents of Skid 
Row or sober up.

TRENTON CONFERENCE A SUCCESS 

Trenton area pastors and lay folk alike joined in 
praising the seminar leadership as provided by John 
Park Lee and Earl F. Zeigler in connection with the 
“Conference on Alcohol” held February 4. 

The Conference jointly sponsored by the Council 
of Churches of Greater Trenton and the Temperance 
League of New Jersey was held in Bethany Presbyterian 
Church. 

The afternoon session devoted to “Counseling of 
the Alcoholic” was attended by thirty-five clergymen 
and others interested in rehabilitation work. Mr. Lee 
told of the difficulties that must be avoided by the coun- 
selor in winning the confidence and cooperation of the 
alcoholic. He explained: “The Church is awakening to 
the fact that alcoholics comprise a special group of peo- 
ple who drink and is devoting its attention to the me- 
thods which will enable its ministry to be effective to 
this group.” Mr. Lee continued, “To me, the basis of 
all successful modern therapeutic procedures is the Chris- 
tian concept of love. There must be no condemnation 
or judgment in the attitude of the person who wants to 
help the alcoholic. It is quite possible to hate alcohol 
and to despise its effects, to work strenuously for its 
abolition and at the same time deal sympathetically with 
those suffering from its abuse.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Lee answered the many ques- 
tions that evidenced the interest and concern of those 
present. 

The dinner served by the ladies of Bethany Church 
was enjoyed by forty-five persons. 

At 7:15 approximately sixty pastors and church 
leaders assembled for the final session presided over by 
Dr. Earl F. Zeigler. 

Dr. Zeigler conceded most Christians recognize the 
manifold problems connected with the use of alcoholic 
beverages but that many know little about dealing with 
such situations. He urged pastors voice their concern 
to church officials and ask “What are you willing to do 
about these matters?” Lack of understanding and the 
unwillingness to accept responsibility are the principal 
reasons for failure explained Dr. Zeigler. 

When asked “is it true that to succeed in business 
one must be willing to conform to drinking customs” 
Dr. Zeigler suggested a group of business leaders be 
encouraged to issue a statement to the effect that drink- 
ing was not essential for their success. 

In conclusion, Dr. Ziegler suggested it was prim- 
arily the responsibility of the pastor to help develop 
proper attitudes within the local church in order that 
the church might effectively witness as to the Christian’s 
concern for those facing problems relating to alcohol. 

The majority expressed regret when the session 
was adjourned according to the schedule. Many tarried 
and continued their discussion with Dr. Zeigler and 
others who shared in the exchange of ideas and opinions.
